Mr. Combs asserted that much of 
a banker’s strength and safeguard 
lay In *the fact that bank tellers 
have the ability to Judge human na* 
turn on sight. 
fallowing Mr. Combs came Wal­ 
ter G. McLaughlin, special agent of 
the Federal Bureau of Investiga­ 
tion. 
"Other than law enforcement, 
there Is no profesaion closer to 
crime than the bank profession." 
said McLaughlin. 
He 
explained 
that the F. B. I. Is not called in on 
a check case until the check crosses 
state lines. 
He said that the F. B. I. paid 
•pedal attention to cases Involving 
rings of experts or connivers. 
In 1943, bank robberies reached 
an all-time low; there were only 
23 of them. In 1952, there were 156 
bank robberies, showing that this 
offense Is well on the way up again. 
And today, he declared, such 
crimes are committed more by In 
dlvlduals than by groups or gangs. 
McLaughlin got hearty laughs 
from one particular story he told. 
He said that in one big case, they 
had managed to get 23 different 
photographs of a wanted man. 
showing him in various positions, 
with his hat on and off. etc. These 
pictures were sent all over the 
country. The next day, they got a 
telegram from the Texas Rangers, 
which read: "We cornered 20 of the 


men you want and are hot on the 
trail of the other three." 
There have been 375 kidnappings 
In the country and the F. B. I. has 
managed to solve all but two of 
these cases. In the* case of kidnap­ 
ping, which nearly always Involve 
ransom money, he said "a lot de- 
pends on the banks. The bills the j 
kidnappers or their confederates 
try to pass are usually marked, and! 
often an alert teller can play ani 
Important part in revealing the 
criminal who should be tracked 
down." 
He also remarked that "an In­ 
crease In population leads to an In­ 
crease In crime. People are always 
seeking to make money in the easi­ 
est ways." 
As did Mr. Combs. Mr. McLaugh­ 
lin related many Incidents and situ­ 
ations the F. B. I. had been In­ 
volved In and how the culprits had 
eventually been cornered.
